LONDON, May 4—The House of Commons tonight passed the 
second reading of the military service bill for immediate general mili- 
tary compulsion, A motion by Richard D, Holt, Radical, to reject the 
bill was previously defeated, 828 to 36, 

The debate on the bill developed no important new points. David 
Lloyd George, the minister of munitions, presented strong arguments 
in its favor, and declared that he would rather be driven out of the 
Liberal party, and even out of political life, than) to have upon his

j which might constitute the difference between defeat and victory, 

Sir John Simon, the former home secretary, in opposing the bill, 
reiterated that it was not alone a question for the military to decide, 
There was no evidence, he said, that the bill would really add to 
Great Britain’s national force and strength. [t would create a maxi- 
num amount of hardship with minimum results, Nobody who had 
heard Mr, Lloyd George today, he commented, would suppose that he 
was the same man who a year ago emphasized the part England must 
play in the economies of the war. 

Arthur Henderson, president of the board of education and lead- 
er of the laborites, in winding up the debate for the government, said 
that in the secret session the government had convinced a majority of

HUNS STOPPED 
IN NEW ATTACK 


Attempt to Retake Trenches at Le 
Mort Homme Made in 
Vain

LONDON, May 4—The curtain of 
fire of the French has set at naught 
another German attack launched 


against trenches which the  lrenech 
recently captured at Le Mort Hom- 
ine. This engagement, which is char- 
acterized by Paris as a small one, has 
been the only fighting by infantry on 


the French and Belgian fronts. The 
big guns, however, have not ceased 
theiy activity on various sectors, <A 
very violent bombardment is reported 
in the region of Hilll 804, northwest 
of Verdun, 

The Germans are still throwing 
shells in great numbers against the 
Ikekull bridgehead of the Russians 
on the eastern front. There also has 
been oa heavy artillery duel beiween 


the Germans and Russians in the reg-
